Washington, July 15. </P)— An 
authoritative source said tonight 
that the war labor 
board 
had 
awarded a wage increase of 4 4 
cents a day in the 
“ little steel 
case” instead of the $1 asked by 
the CIO United Steel Workers. 
The decision was regarded gen­ 
erally as a keystone in the war­ 
time industrial wage structure. 
The employer members joined 
with the public members in the 8 
to 4 vote, according to the author­ 
itative source, who declined to bo 
quoted by name. Labor members 
served notice they would file a 
dissenting report. 
Inland Affected 
The board also awarded union 
security in the form of a mainten­ 
ance of membership clause 
and 
company checkoff of union dues. 
A minimum daily wage guaran­ 
tee asked in the case of two com­ 
panies also was granted. The two 
other companies in the case al­ 
ready have that guarantee in ef­ 
fect. 
The case directly affects about 
157,000 employes of Bethlehem, 
Republic and Inland Steel 
and 
Youngstown Sheet and Tube com­ 
panies, but it is generally believ­ 
ed that the wage will be applied 
to about 400,000 other 
workers 
throughout the steel industry. It 
will have an immediate bearing 
upon the $1 a day wage demands 
of
